15. Derivate according to claim 12, characterized in that R, and Rj represent each 
independently an ethyl, butyl, tert-butyl, propyl, isopropyl, Ventyl, hexyl, heptyl, octyl, decyl, 
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amyl, cydopropyl, cyclobutyl, cyclopentyl, cyclohexyl, cycloheptyl, cyclooctyl, cyclododecyl, 
2-cyclohex€nyl, m-toluyl, o-toluyl, p-toluyl, phenyl, allyl, adamantyl, norbomyl; caproyl, 3- 
carboxyphenyl, 2,3-dimethylphenyl, 2,4-dimethylphenyl, l^S-dimethylphenyl, 2,6- 
dimethylphenyl\ 3,4-dimethylphenyl, 3,5-dimethylphenyl, 2,4,6-trimethyIphenyl, furfuryl, 
benzyl or 1-phenylthyl group.

18. Derivate according to claim 12; characterized in that it is constituted by a salt chosen 
into the group formed by sodium saltsf the p^tassic salts and the amino acid salts such as lysine, 
arginine. 



19. Derivate according to claim 18, characterized in that it is chosen in a group having: 
N-[(2-cyclohexylamino-5-nitrobenzene)sulfonyl]N'-tert\butyl urea, 
N-cyano-N'-[(2-metatoluylamino-5-nitrobenzene)suIfonyl\homopiperidinoam 
N-[(2-cycloheptylamino-5-nitrobenzene)sulfonyl]N'-cyclohexyl thiourea, and 
N-[(cyclohexen-2-yl)-5-iodobenzene)sulfonyl]N-pentyl urea. 
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20, PftOTnaceutical composition, characterized in that it includes a benzene 
sulphotiamide derivate according to claim 12 in mixture with an acceptable pharmaceutical 
excipient and eventually other therapeutic agents. 



21. Use of a derivate accOT^ng/to claim 12, for the production of a medicament for the 
treatment and/or the prevention of me Hmesses involving the thromboxan A2, such as for cardio- 
vascular and blood, puhnonary, rgproduction^and renal use. 



22. Use of a radiolabelled derivate according to claim 12, as binding to thromboxan A2 



receptor.
